Monday, 11 a.m. 

The Northern coach driven by Ned Devine, 
met with an accident on Friday morning near 
Blueskin, Some bags lying on the road 
frightened the ' hones, which commenced 
plunging and eventually upset the coach.

Hartley’s leg, breaking it in two places. 
Both sufferers were sent to the Hospital.

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Hew Light on Preaching. 

(From the Seqtiman.) ■ 

An ingenious person, who, it must be sup- 
'pcSed, isaf Yankee origin, hascunceived apian 
~for the application at modem science to pulpit 
oratory, which (if the generation were wise 
enough to adopt it) would render the present 
pre-Boientific methods as obsolete as wooden 
three-deckers. In a brief preface to a pam- 
phlet which he has printed for private circu- 
lation, as a preliminary step to laying his 
novel proposal before an astonished clerical 
world, he states that from his childhood he 
has been accustomed to regard the traditional 
and approved method of building a great 
number of churches at enormous expense in 
one town or city as a quite useless and 
wasteful proceeding, and that this idea hav- 
ing taken possession of his youthful mind, to 
the exclusion of everything else, he has, by i 
much meditating, evolved out of his own con- 
wcionsnesa an entirely novel scheme. 

This scheme appears, however, to have 
been suggested to him by the existing gas 
works in our towns, and cities, whereby each 
household may, at pleasure, derive its whole 
artificial light from one central source, and 
may adapt the quantity of that light to its 
individual necessities from time to time. As 
he, with some appearance of reason, remarks : 
— “ It would be reckoned an absurd and 
ruinous thing for a town with ten thousand 
inhabitants to build and maintain twenty or 
thirty manufactories of artificial light, each 
with its staff of officials, main-pipes, board of 
directors, meters, and branches in every nar- 
Tbw lane ; and- yet it does not seem to have 
■occurred to anyone np to this date that in 
'the present method of supplying the public 
with artificial ecclesiasticid illumination, we 
are perpetuating an ' equally unscientific 
■method at very great pecuniary coat.” Now, 
■of course, although from early associations, 
and even from the natural bias of carefully 
i:rained minds, most people will feel some- 
what scandalised at the su^estion here put 
forth that the ordinary pulpit oratory with 
which they hebdomadally refresh themselves 
18 merely another form of gas, more or less 
smlphuretted to their denominational taste. 
But, nevertheless, early prejudices ought to 
be restrained, and endeavour made to give 
an impartial consideration to this person’s 
ingenious and philanthropic suggestion — a 
•claim which we are the more entitled to urge 
■on his behalf that though he has invented 
^the scheme anew, it was re, ally brought for- 
ward in substance in these columns many 
years ago, and, like some other noble ideas 
Hihere originated, failed t<i secure either much 
«ttentien or any approval. 

He proposes — stating it briefly, and wifch- 
tfot the mere technical details, which could 
■Rot interest the general reader— that in every 
town there shall, instead of the surprising 
multiplicity of churches we see at present, bo 
•erected one central hall. This hall shall be 
i:onstni(ited in the most scientific way, espe- 
cial care being bestowed upon its accoustic 
•condition. Indeed, everything is to give 
way to this, and we rather infer from the 
•stress he gives to this part of his plan that 
acooUfltics are a primary consideration and 
theology a secondary. \V itliin this carefully 
and accouaticully built hall there shall be 
fitted up a separate compartment for each re- 
ligious sect or denomination existing in tho 
town. However small in number a Ohurch 
■may be, it nevertheless shall bo entitled te 
its proper compartmeht'in this sanctum sanc- 
lorum. No provision, however, shall be 
made for any congregation. Eeach sect or 
Tite shall have sufficient space afforded for 
its service — wherever it be — room for its ec- 
ciesiastical furniture and officials, and no 
mote. Each separate compartment must also 
be construbted so as to be perfectly air and 
«ound-tight, BO that not the faintest echo of 
'Calvinistic doctrine shall leak into the Armi- 
liian compartment, nor the slightest shade of 
the melody of a “human hymn” invade .the 
tympanum of the adjacent Old lA0\t Bur- 
•gher one. Then from each hermetically- 
sealed compartment shall be laid mains 
through the town, with branches and con- 
nections where required ; and thenceforth 
you have your sermon “ laid on,” just as 
now we have out gas and water. You con- 
siectwith anymain you prefer — High Church, 
Dry Church, Low Church, Slow Church, 
almost No Church — whichever you please. 
You pay your money and you take your, 
•choice. Our inventor has evidently a diffi- ' 
■culty about charging tho hall’s customers, j 
"Whether payments by results would be best, 
w a fixed ann'Ual rent for your connection, 
equivalent to our present rents, or, as he in 
his Yankee language calls it, “■ pew-tax,” he 
has not quite determined. To charge by the 
•cubic toot he considers quite impracticable ; 
firstly, because the heavier the preaching the 
less yon would pay, owing to the density of 
the gas ; secondly, because the - careless and 
worldly-minded householder would be cer- 
tain to economise his consumpt to a mini- 
mum, when he knew the less he turned on 
the less he would pay. And there does seem 
n reasonable probability of such a result. 
Having introduced your branch pipe from 
your favourite main, you have nothing more 
to do bat to turn on your rnpply at 11 a.m. 
•on the following Sunday, and our inventor 
•claims that so perfect will be the accoustic 
conditions of his edifice and its auxiliary 
mains and branches, that to you sitting at 
your own fireside the well-known tones of 
your favourite preacher will be conveyed 
with greater fscility than now, when you take 
your weekly snooze in your family pew. 

There are several subsidiary advantages | 
under the new scheme which will at once 
suggest themselves to the reflecting mascu- 
line mind ; how you could, by a slight turn 
of forefinger and thumb, in a moment reduce 



your supply — moderate a distant Boanerges 
to a roaring sucking-dove — or, if need were, 
extinguish him altogothor ; how you could 
shut off a bore at his “ firstly,” and turn him 
on again at his ‘ ‘ practical conclusions how 

you could Buhstract tho sermon altogether, 
and confine yourself to the musical part of 
the service. 

Still there are difficulties, certainly, which 
we foresee in the general carrying out of this 
plan. Suppose a household be divided in 
its ecclesiastical sympathies — is papa to be 
obliged to take in a “ High" branch for the 
young ladies and a ‘ ‘ Broad” for his youngest 
son ? Or suppose an accidental escape of gas 
from a street main — wiio would be liable if, 
by an explosion of Dr Begg or Dr Pliin, some 
respectable woman got blown up with her 
Sunday clothes on in open day 1 — or if the 
mains got out of order, and the gas got mixed 
up before you knew ? Fancy the unexpected 
compound of carburretted Snpralapsarianism 
and sulphuretted Antimonianism, which, in 
an unguarded moment, yon might have 
turned on. However, if the scheme be 
brought to practice, all these may prove ima- 
ginary dangers ; and we may, twenty years 
hence, be congratulating ourselves on the 
immense progress we have made since that 
pre-scientifio era when we had to go out on a 
stormy winter Sunday, and sit in a cold, 
draughty, and uncomfortable church, with 
our feet wet, and a cold in our head, ear- 
nestly desiring the “ finally, brethren,” half 
an hour before it came. 

One thing does seem an insuperable diffi- 
culty — we mean tho ladies’ bonnets. There 
is no provision made for the proper exhibi- 
tion of them under this scientific dispensa- 
tion. Y et it is well known that to a consider- 
able proportion of our devout women sermons 
only exist as a suitable accompaniment to a 
new bonnet. We are much afraid that with 
this new accoustic gospel will begin an era of 
pure secularism and entire neglect of ordi- 
nances among the women folks, which may 
have startling results. And yet if you have 
no church to go to when you have a new bon- 
net to go in, it hardly seems worth while 
having either a bonnet or a creed, especially 
a creed.

A system advocated by a Miss Beedy, at 
the British Association Meeting at Belfast, ' 
would appear particularly to recommend 
itself to such districts as our own, Speaking’ 
on medical reform, Miss Beedy made some ’ 
suggestions which, it is said, roused the ire ' 
of some of the doctors ; but they are none ! 
the less worthy tho consideration of the pe< iple \ 
and medical men. She wished, she said, to| 
abolish the whole system of fees by visits, | 
and to introduce the practice of paying ai 
physician an annual stipend to keep a general I 
look-out over your health and that of your , 
family. He would call every now and then, 
in a friendly way, warn yon if your habits i 
were injurious, if your treatment of your! 
children was mistaken, if your house was in I 
any way unsanitary. He would detent the! 
germ of insipient disease, and apply tliej 
proper treatment in time to arrest it, and \ 
would, in short, be ready with valuable advice j 
of all kinds. At jmsent the doctor’s incomeis 
dependent on the ilbiess and not the health of' 
his dunts. “ Of course under such a system,”; 
says the correspondent from whom we quote, , 
“the lady practitioner would have a larger 
scope in dealing with mothers and their 
children.” Dr Parre, Registrar General, en 
dorsed tho suggestion, and said that several • 
medical friends of bis in London would be 
quite willing to enter upon such a practice if 
there were any fanxilics who desired to make 
the experiment. “ It was, in fact, only one 
step farther in the directiim of the change 
which has been made when a pliysteian began 
to charge for his advice, instead of making 
his living ■off the price of hi,s drugs.” 



Sullivan in Australia. 

A few months ago xve stated how the mur- 
derer Sullivan, after having been hunted 
about in England, and kept under such rigid 
surveillance by officers of the detective force 
specially deputed to look after him, had 
things made so hot for him that he declared 
his intention of going to the United States. 
This may have been a blind, or ho may have 
really intended to do so, but no donbt the 
Sctulaiid Yai'd gentry did not trouble them- 
selves much about what phice he next lum- 
oured his presence witli so long as they got 
him out of Great Britain, and were quit of 
tho trouble of looking after him. We have 
it n.jw on the best testimony that Sullivan is 
in Australia. A Now Zealand gentleman re- 
cognised him in Sydney. Standing on the 
quay watching the passengers by the Para- 
matla from London laud, he saw one of them 
whi'm he was certain was Sullivan. He 
found that Sullivan had set up for a dog 
fander, having brought out a lot of clogs and 
cancjie.s with him. Sulliv.an, being knoivn 
to tliia man, did not attempt to (leny his 
idortity, and apparently felt assured tliat he 
would not be ‘ ' peached” upon to the police 
theip. His discoverer, though puzzled for a 
time with the appearance of his whiskers and 
hair, was never for a moment doubtful tliat 
the icowling face before him was that of the 
Maingatapu murderer. Sullivan was well- 
dressed, and managed to look greatly dif- 
ferelt to what he did when in gaol here, and 
whel on his trial for murder. The following 
wcel Sullivan was recognised by the same 



gentleman in Melbourne — his make up then 
was also excellent. Each time lie was at the 
theatres — except the time on tlie quay — that 
he was recognised. He sueined to have plenty 
of money, and attended pretty regularly at 
tho Hoskins-Colville performances. He stated 
that tho detectives in London lisd so tracked 
him about that he had no rest, and that there- 
fore lie intended to make his way to the Aus- 
tralian colonies once more, though he might 
stay in them only tor a time. — Daily Times.
